E have carefu'ly avoided, and we fla’! 
continue to avoid, all dudjects which do 
not apperrain to our Province. Among 
thefe we reckon all peltical and party 
Writings, we have not enimadyerted 
on the Produétions of foe Authors, 
tho’ they tranf{grefs pretty often their 

own Bounds and ramble into our Diilriet 5 becaufe thefe 

Authors having not had, as yet, the bappineds to be ac- 

knowledged Members of our Society, we co not fup- 
fe that our cenforial Power extends over them. 

Nay, we have been fo nicely fcrupulous upgn this 
Head, that we Inve not hitherto meddled even with the 
Members of our own Body, who have prefumed to 
enter into the political Diiputes of the Times, but ob- 
fervirg their Numbers to encreafe daily, and fearing that 
they may give Advantage to our Adverfaries, if they 
are lefe any longer without Controul, we have refolved, 
on mature Deliberstion, to purfue thefe Rovers in their 
Wanderings, and to watch over them with fraternal Care 
and Solicitude. 

Genuine Sons of Grub-fireet can never be concealed 
under any Difguife, fo that the honour and intereft of 
Grub-flreet mutt be aiways deeply concerned in their 
Behaviour. We fhall therefore animedvert very ferioufly 
upon any miftakes in their polemical Conduct, and prin- 
cipally in that main part of it, rhe Altercarive, deeming 
our felves to have a double Right, arifing trom the mat- 
ter, 3s well as from the Perfons, ‘0 criticize whatever we 
find in the Works of our Breth-en that is properly cag 
nizable in the Courts of Grud-freet. 

A very eminent Member of the Society, who has ap- 
peared lately in the Daily Cowrane fhall be the firft object 
of our Care. 

He kas, it muft be confefs’d, in a fupream degree, all 
the Talents neceflary to excel in controverfial Writings ; 
and we make no deubt but he will do equal honour to 
the Society, and fervice to the Caufe he is trompted by 
zeal, and inflamed by oppojition to maintain. His late 
Produétions do however fuggeft fome Cautions, which 
we think it neceflury to give him. 

We cannot agree with thofe who thik his Jlterca- 
tion mifplaced or miftimed. If he writ for the Publick, 
the obje€tion might lye, becaufe he could not reafonably 
hope to gain the Publick over to h's fide, by affuming a 
dogmatical Air, by calling thofe Authors names, who fecm 
to have the Publick on their tide at prefent. 

But our Brother cannot be fulpected of any fuch de- 
fipn, after the heroical Contempt of the Vulgar, which 
he has manifefted ; and thereiore we muft acquit him of 
this Charge. 

The objection we make to his Altercation is this, we 
think it too unzuarded. Rogue, Raskal, Railer, Slan- 
derer, Libeller, Lyar, Incendiary, are terms, moft or all 
of which our Brother has employ’d already, and may, in 
our opinion, very fafely and very inofienfively emp'oy 
again, whenever he has much anger in his Heart, and 
little matter in his Head. They are grown into fuch 
common ufe, that they neither affect the Perjons, at 
whom they are directed, nor bead to any particular 
Refle&tion on the Perjon, who enkvens his Writings 
with them. 

But the profound Learning and the acute Wit of our 
Brother, cartied him beyond his English Common Place. 
He thought fit to point his Climax with Latin, and to 
call his Antagonift Scurra in Triviis. This we tax as 
impudent, and, to fay the Truth, our Brethren feldom 
fucceed when they dabble in Latin. Might not the 
Craft(man’s Corre/pondent have retorted on this occafion 
the Scurra in Auld? Might he not have fhewn the lat- 
ter to be the lower Character of the two, fince the Sewr- 
rain Aula is always the obfequious follower of fome 
Scurra in Triviis or other? Might he not have illuftrated 
this by Example? Might he not have fix'd it by Ap- 
plication? We hope our Brozher will be more on his 
guard, afte: this friendly Admonition. — 

Another Caution, which we think proper to give him 
is, that he fhould not fufier himéelf to be drawn in fo 
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fa as to defceni much into Jartieulars when he is ac- 


cufed of wrong Quotations, or Milreprefentations. Theie 
are the heft defenfiye Weapons, as Al:crcation is t € belt 
off-njue Weapon, with which we can arm our feives, But 
when they fail as, and they are not of long defence 
againft fome Adverfaries, our belt recourfe is to the 
great rt of Evafion. 

In thefe Cates, the method purfued by the mcft re- 
nowned Authors of our Society has ever been to take 
Advantage ia their Regiy of the Information they received 
from the Anfwer ; to aficét to have known as much be- 
fore ; for this purpofe to mifquote even themf{elves ; to 
confefs and avoid; to dwell in Generals; and when the 
matter is fufficiently perplexed, to get off as fait as pof- 
fibly from the flippery Ground. All this our Brosker exe- 
cuted in a mafterly manner, when he found himéfelf 
pufhed for mifreprefenting the ufe his Antagonift had 
made of a Paffagein Marchiavel; and we were therefore 
the more furprited to fee him fall into the contrary Er- 
ror in the very next Paragraphs. 

That the Defirudion of Rome by the Gauls was ow- 
ing to the Javafion of Rome by the Gauls, teems plain. 
That Livy attributes, (and Plutarch dacs not contradi¢tt 
him) this Invafion to the Condu& of the Roman Am- 
baffadors, and to the {creening of them from Juftice, we 
find likewife, upon enquiry, to be true. 

We with therefore that our Brother had thought fit 
to have recourfe on this, as on the former occalion. to 
the great art of Evasion; inftead of going about to prove 
by Inferences and Deductions, that is by Reafon, a matter 
of Fad, or acco:ding to his nice and fubti! diltinéion, 
an Aff.rtion of a Matter of Fad, in dire& Contradi¢tion 
to the exprefs Authority of Hftory. 

If Camillus had not ben oppofed, Says our Brother, the 
Fadion who explld bim had not come into Power; tha: 
Fadtion fent the Ambafadcrs ; that Faction proswcébed them ; 
that Faétion loft the Battle of Alia, which was the ifs 0 
Rome. Now if Camillus bad continued in Power, fome 
or other of thefe things had not happened. 

Nothing furcly can be more ingenious than thefe In- 
ferences and Deductions; we were ftruck with them 
But to fhew our Brother how much danger there is in 
being too particular on thele occations, and 10 quitting 
the great Rule of Evajion ; one of his or our Adverfaries 
happening to be prefent, the man {mi'ed contemptuoufly 
upoa us. Some of our Members, offended at his Ar- 
rogance, and depending on the known Erudition of our 
Brother, attacked him in the Altercarive ftyle with great 
vivacity. ‘The Maa, without being moved, anfwered 
them in thefe Words. ‘ The Party who oppofd and 
© banifhed Camillus, was the Plebeian Party. The Party 
‘ of the Senate, or of the Optimares, was the Party of 
“ Camillus. lt was the Party ot the Fadié likewife. The 
‘ Senate, not the Party, who expeled Camillus, {ent 
‘ thefe Ambaffadors to the Gauls. ‘The Senate, who 
* thought the Ambaffadors deferved punifhment, would 
© not divert the ftorm by punifhing the Members of their 
‘ own Party. ‘ The Senate referred the matter to the 
‘ People, that the whole Plame of any Misfortune might 
* pot ibe laid tothem, The People followed ti ¢ Example 
« and yielded to the Influence of the Senate. Favour 
‘and Riches, the Arms of the Senate, prevailed; the 
‘ Fabii were not only acquitted, but chofin mm itary 
© Tribunes, and put at the bead of the Army. If Cae 
¢ millus therefore had not been banifhed, it ig very 
probable the fame Ambaffadors had been fent firft 
and fereened afterwards; and if Cagzillus had given 
way to it, or promoted it, this would not have been 
the firit Error he had been guilty of in Party affairs, 
even according to Pintarch. it you fuppofe that Ca- 
millus wou'd have endeavoured to prevent the {creen- 
ing and preferring thele Ambaffadors, when their Caufe 
came before the People, it wali ft¥l be probab'e, that 
the Senate would have prevailed among the People 
againft the Man of their Body the moft hated by the 
People. Make your Reflections on thele faéts, and 
teach your fuperticial Brother, if you cam, to read, be- 
fore you fuffer him to write any more.’ When the 
faucy Feliow had faid this, he turned his Back and 
left us. 

This Accident has provoked the juft Indignation of the 
whole Society, and our Adverfaries may expe that the 
whole Poweré @f Grub-firees wil exert themielves st a 
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proper time, and in a preper manner. In the mean 
wh le, grest uf may be made of it to our common Ad- 
vantage. It fhews the dangers which our Members ex- 
mn {2 themiclves to, when they depart from the good old 
+ Rules and Pratice of the Society ; whey they expatiate 
on th: particulars in o'd heathen Authors; and above all, 
when they meddle with deducing, inferring, or any kiad 
of Reafoxing, ' .

Government into his own Hands, He has forbid his 
minifters to concern themfelves with the fubjeéts petiti- 
ons, or withany thing that does not properly belong to 
them, upon pan of his difp'eafure; and ” advi‘ed his 
relations not to recommend to him any perfons for o 
fices, for that it is his refolution to confer them upon thofe 
that he knows to be worthy of them. Cardinal Salviati 
having requefted him to give the fhort cloak to the Ab- 
bot Autenovi, one of his nephews; his Holinefs told 
bim. his nephew’s preferment depended upon his beha- 
tiour. Other Cardinals having taken upon them to ad 
vife the holy Father in the choice of his Minifters ; his 
Ho.inels aniwer’d them, that it was their bufinefs to 
chute a Pope, but ic was the Pope's bufinefs to chufe 
b.s minifters.
